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1 .  WATER  SUPPLY 

Wat or  is  supplied  to  the  urban  district  by  the  Leicester 
Water  Department.  Fluoridation  is  not  practiced  and  the 
water  possesses  neither  excess  hardness  or  plunbo  solvency. 

The  quantity  and  quality  of  the  supply  have  been  satisfactory 
although  at  peak  periods  of  demand  the  water  pressure  in  the 
"Meres"  is  not  all  that  is  desired.  The  complaints  regarding 
rust  discolouration  of  the  wator  have  been  negligible,  possibly 
due  to  the  assiduity  of  the  water  undertakers  to  flushing  out 
the  mains. 

Of  the  27 ,44&  persons  living  in  the  9,319  houses  in  the 
district  all  but  four  persons  haye  an  internal  mains  water 
supply.  These  four  are  in  two  isolated  farm  houses  with  a 
well  wator  supply.

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2.  STORAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Every  part  of  the  urban  district  is  sewered  with  the 
exception  of  the  east  part  and  Kilby  Bridge.  Consequently, 
only  46  dwellings  are  net  drained  into  public  sewers  and 
more  than  half  of  these  have  water-closets  drained  to  septic 
tanks  and  filters  or  cesspools. 

During  the  year  two  private  sewage  treatment  plants 
were  constructed  to  serve  a  small  factory  and  an  agricultural 
building. 

The  storm  and  foul  sewers  have  been  extended  as  housing 
estates  have  developed  and  the  open  storm  water  ditch  between 
the  Magna  Road  Industrial  Estate  and  the  River  Sence  replaced 
by  an  open  in  situ  concrete  channel  18  feet  wide. 


3.  CESSPOOLS  AND  CLOSETS. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  11,037  water  closets  in 
the  district.  There  are  19  cesspools  and  12  septic  tank  and 
filter  plants  at  private  premises  in  the  district,  two  of  the 
latter  having  been  constructed  during  the  year,  one  to  servo 
a  factory  etc.  at  Crow  Mills  and  the  other  at  agricultural 
premises. 
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4.  OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RMLIAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1 963  and 

SHOPS  ACT,  1  950. 

In  spite  of  staffing  difficulties  duties  under  these 
closely  allied  a.cts  have  not  hoen  neglected.  The  scope  of 
my  departments  activities  are  well  illustrated  by  the  tables 
that  follow.  The  intricacies  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act  are  indicated  by  the  issue  by  the  Department 
of  Employment  and  Productivity  (formerly  the  Ministry  of  Labour) 
of  some  18  circulars,  45  supplements  to  oirculars,  20  Forms 
relevent  to  Local  Authority  Enforcement,  9  Other  Forms,  21 
Regulations  and  Orders  and  10  Explanatory  publications.

5.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  the  Council  ceased  to  buy  and  distribute 
galvanised  iron  bins  of  2j  cu.ft.  capacity,  replacing  them 
with  3?  cu.ft.  polythene  bins.  Noise  during  use  and  emptying 
has  been  reduced  and  the  complaints  regarding  bulged  and 
distorted  bins  eliminated  and  a  greater  refuse  storage  cap¬ 
acity  provided. 

In  connection  with  these  new  refuse  containers  and  the 
existing  galvanised  iron  bins, experiment s  were  carried  out 
with  plastic  sack  bin  liners.  This  proved  a  success  in  so 
far  as  it  reduced  the  collectors*  journeys  between  the  house 
and  the  collection  vehicle  by  half  and  made  collection  easier 
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and  less  onerous.  My  recommendation  that  the  liner  system 
should  be  implemented  at  all  the  Council  houses  not  served  by 
the  paper  sack  system,  i.e.  1280,  was  not  accepted  by  the 
Council  on  economic  grounds,  as  was  the  introduction  of  a 
Municipal  Refuse  Receptacle  Scheme.  At  present  the  Council 
supply  and  maintain  refuse  receptacles  on  hire  at  6/-d  per 
annum  at  3Q$  of  the  10,000  houses  in  the  district.  It  is 
anticipated  that  both  these  schemes  will  be  implemented  as 
soon  as  the  national  financial  crisis  is  over  and  that  it 
will  be  necessary  to  operate  a  liner  scheme  in  view  of  the 
dwindling  number  of  men  willing  to  be  refuse  collectors. 

Discussions  on  incineration  of  refuse  have  taken  place 
between  neighbouring  authorities  in  view  of  the  difficulty  of 
obtaining  sites  for  the  controlled  tipping  of  refuse.  This 
has  led  to  the  formatioh  of  a  consortium  of  four  authorities 
(Leicester  C.B.,  Blaby  R.D.C.,  Wigston  U.D.C.  and  Oadby  U.D.C.) 
to  construct  and  operate  an  incineration  plant  situated  at 
Whet stone.  It  is  hoped  that  the  plant  will  be  in  operation 
by  the  end  of  1 971  . 

The  refuse  collection  fleet  comprises  2  -  16/18  cu.yd. 
fore  and  aft  tippers,  2-35  cu.yd.  and  1-50  cu.yd.  compression 
vehicle.  Another  50  cu.yd.  vehicle  is  ordered  for  delivery  in 
April,  1959,  to  replace  one  of  the  fore  and  aft  tippers.  A 
satisfactory  collection  cycle  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year  as  indicated  by  the  following  table.  This  has  been 
achieved  by  a  minimum  of  collectors  working  on  a  bonus  scheme 
which  sets  each  collector  a  target  of  100  bins  per  day.  The 
collector  receives  2-g-d.  for  every  bin  he  empties  above  the 
target.  There  are  four  collection  gangs  and  if,  by  mutual 
aid,  the-  whole  of  the  refuse  in  the  district  is  collected  by 
the  end  of  the  working  week  each  collector  receives  a  further 
bonus  of  10/-d.

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Under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1  9^7,  a  duty  was  placed 
on  the  Council  to  provide,  during  1 968,  a  place  where  dom¬ 
estic  refuse  could  be  deposited  at  all  reasonable  times  by 
local  ratepayers.  A  further  duty  was  in  connection  with  the 
disposal  of  abandoned  vehicles  and  other  refuse.  A  temporary 
compound  was  constructed  fairly  central  to  all  parts  of  the 
district,  at  the  entrance  to  the  Magna  Road  refuse  tip.  So 
much  rubbish  has  been  deposited  in  the  compound  that  the 
Council  have  decided  to  enlarge  the  compound  with  suitable 
concrete  walls  and  base  in  the  next  financial  year.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  much  of  the  rubbish  would  have  been  deposited 
in  hedge  bottoms,  ditches  and  grass  verges  if  the  compound  had 
not  been  provided.  Ten  wrecked  or  abandoned  cars  have  been 
disposed  of  by  the  Council  and  nine  by  owners  following  the 
service  of  informal  notices.  Three  areas  of  land  have  been 
cleared  of  rubbish  and  fenced  following  informal  action. 


6.  TRADE  REFUSE. 

The  demand  for  the  removal  of  refuse  from  business  and 
industrial  premises  and  bulky  refuse  from  houses  increases 
every  year  and  during  the  year  under  review  it  was  necessary 
to  place  a  vehicle  and  five  men  full  time  on  this  work.  It 
can  be  assumed,  in  view  of  this,  that  serious  consideration 
must  be  given  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  refuse  col¬ 
lection  gangs  from  the  present  four  to  five  in  the  next  year 
or  two  and  the  consequent  provision  of  an  extra  vehicle. 

The  income  derived  from  trade  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  will,  to  a  certain  degree,  offset  the  cost  of  the 
aforementioned  increase  in  labour  and  vehicles  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  following  chart.

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7.  SALVAGE 


During  the  year  ending  31  st  March,  1  9&9,  it  was  possible 
to  increase  the  salvaging  and  disposal  of  waste  paper  and 
card  due,  primarily,  to  obtaining  and  retaining  labour  to 
bale  it  and  a  firm  to  buy  it.  211  tons  of  paper  and  card 
were  sold  for  £1 ,299.  This  sum  constitutes  a  record  one  for 
this  authority.  Unfortunately,  the  waste  paper  market  is  a 
fluctuating  one.

There  are  only  two  residential  caravans  permanently 
situated  in  the  district  -  one  at  Crow  Mills  and  one  in  Cooks 
Lane.  Both  sites  are  licenced  and  well  conducted.  Itinerant 
caravan  dwellers  have  come  into  the  district  but,  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  owners  of  the  land  they  have  occupied,  I 
have  been  able  to  move  them  out  of  the  district.  Moving  these 
itinerants  is  often  an  unpleasant  job  as  many  of  them  are 
clean  and  hardworking.  The  rubbish  they  leave  behind  and 
the  damage  they  do,  however,  negatives  their  better  character¬ 
istics.  I  am  convinced  that  if  suitable  permanent  housing  was 
available  to  them  they  would  cease  to  be  itinerants  and  would 
eventually  be  absorbed  into  the  normal  working  community. 
Shifting  these  people  on  is  not  the  solution  to  the  problem, 
neither  is  the  setting  up  of  caravan  sit4s  for  their  use. 

Such  sites  will,  and  do,  eventually  degenerate  into  local 
ghettos.

It  will  be  noted  from  the  table 
that  follows  that  special  attention  has  been  paid  to  mobile 
shops.

All  samples  satisfied  the  prescribed  tests. 
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The  attention  of  the  operators  of  a  milk  pasteurising 
and  bottling  establishment  v/as  directed  to  a  design  fault  in 
the  bottle  washing  machine.  The  oriface  in  the  bottle  cups 
was  considerably  less  in  area  than  that  of  the  bottle  neck. 
Consequently,  any  foreign  body,  e.g.  broken  glass,  which 
accidentally  gained  access  to  a  bottle,  did  not  always  drop 
out  even  when  the  latter  was  inverted  during  the  washing 
operation.  The  machine  manufacturers  and  the  dairy  management 
were  met  and  alterations  to  the  machine  were  discussed  and 
put  in  hand. 

Ice-cream 

85  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of 
ice-cream. 

One  firm  in  the  district  operates  a  fleet  of  vehicles 
retailing  soft  ice  cream. 

I  am  concerned  at  what  is  apparently  becoming  a  country¬ 
wide  practice  of  firms  hiring  out  vehicles  and  supplying  soft 
ice-cream  equipment  and  mixes  to  individual  salesmen  and 
especially  part-time  salesmen.  These  may  be  people  who  hire 
a  vehicle  etc.  at  week-ends,  shift  workers  employed  in  fact¬ 
ories  and  students  who  hire  for  odd  half  days  or  during 
university  holidays.  It  will  be  appreciated  it  is  unlikely 
that  these  part-time  salesmen  will  have  the  same  outlook  on 
hygiene  practices,  especially  the  cleaning  of  equipment  at 
the  end  of  the  working  day,  as  would  full  time  salesmen. 

In  the  case  of  vehicles  operating  from  the  Wigston  depot, 
salesmen  must  return  the  vans  to  the  depot  daily,  where  the 
equipment  is  sterilised  and  cleansed  by  persons  specially 
employed  for  these  purposes. 

22  samples  were  taken  from  3  different  manufacturers  of 
ice-cream,  in  addition  to  ice  lollies.

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12  ,  NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  i960. 

There  are  many  definitions  cf  noise  in  relation  to 
nuisances,  the  most  terse  being  "any  sound  which  is  undosired 
by  the  recipient."  Unfortunately  for  the  Inspector  recipients 
vary  in  many  ways,  including  their  tolerence  of  noise  and  their 
ability  to  hear  it.  One  person  may  be  rendered  a  sleepless 
wreck  by  a  noise  whilst  his  neighbour  may  be  relatively  undis¬ 
turbed  by  it,  even  though  they  may  have  the  same  ability  to 
hear  it. 

In  consequence  of  this  the  investigating  Inspector  must, 
in  addition  to  using  noise  level  meters,  also  rely  on  his  own 
sensibilities  in  being  an  arbiter  as  to  whether  a  noise  causes 
a  nuisance  or  not.  Needless  to  say,  his  findings  are  not 
always  readily  accepted  by  the  aggrieved  person  or  the  offender. 

19  visits  wore  made  to  1  0  premises.  4  informal 
notices  were  served  and  3  were  complied  with,  ^he  complaints 
related  to: 

1 .  fish  lorries  visiting  a  depot  late  at  night; 

2.  dance  band  at  a  club; 

3.  low  frequency  noise  from  an  electricity  transformer 
st  ation; 

4.  record  player  and  motor  cycle  at  a  house. 


13.  RODENT  CONTROL  -  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT.  1949. 


For  several  weeks  the  Health  Department  were  without 
the  services  of  a  Rodent  Operator  and  the  duties  of  rodent 
control  had  to  be  carried  cut  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 


a)  Sewer  Baiting 


There  are  approximately  800  sewer  manholes  in  the 
district.  Duting  the  year  only  one  treatment  of  the  sewers 
was  carried  out  for  the  destruction  of  rats  instead  of  two 
as,  during  late  1 967,  a  treatment  recorded  that  the  sewers 
were  relatively  free  of  rats,  ^his  proved  to  be  a  sound 
and  economical  decision  as  the  current  year*  s  baiting  of 
approximately  1 of  the  manholes  in  the  district  indicated 
that  the  towns’  sewers  were  free  of  rats. 

b)  Surface  treatments. 

Under  this  heading  874  inspections  were  made  at  199 
properties.  The  approximate  number  of  properties  to  be 
protected  is  9937.
